Earthly Storms 
Now Forecast 


SAN JOSE, Calif., Feb. 1.—At 
least two more years of terres- 
trial storms, causing increased 
precipitation and extreme tem- 
peratures, were forecast here 
today by Dr. Alber J, Newlin of 
the University of Santa Clara. 

Dr. Newlin, director of the 
Ricard Memorial Observatory, 
said he based the prediction on 
the sunspot theory developed 
by the late Father Jerome S. 
Ricard, noted “Padre of the 


Rains.” 

Five years ago I forecast 
that we were about to enter a 
cycle o° increased precipita- 
tion based on the Ricard 
theory,” said Dr. Newlin, suc- 
cessor to the noted priest. 
Since then sunspots have 
shown a considerable increase 
approaching a maximum per- 
iod about two years hence 
when the peak will be reach- 
ed. 

“We have found over many 
years of observation that a wet 
cycle accompanies the appear- 
ance of the sOlar spot groups. 
In the past two years hardly a 
day passed that the solar sur- 
face was clear of eruptions.”

LOANS DECREASE: . 
INVESTMENTS INCREASE 

Having completed his analysis of the 
Balance Sheet the General Manager

MONEY RATES SUBNORMAL 


Respecting the present low money 
rates Mr. Dawson said in part: 

“One of the chief functions of Banks

| period of declining demand for ad- 
| vances, they have had to divert their 
funds to the purchase of first-class 
|securities at low yields. Obviously, 
this means lower earnings, but to off- 
|set this, the rate of interest paid to 
| depositors has been reduced and cer- 
tain service charges inaugurated. Simi- 
lar conditions obtain in Great Britain, 
|the United States and in other coun- 
| tries. Ordinarily, low interest rates 
should result in money seeking em- 
| Ployment in various new undertakings, 
| as well as in the extension of existing 
jenterprises, but in the present read- 
jJustment period this has not been the 
case. It is questionable whether the 
low rates now prevailing are beneficial 
| to the people of Canada as a whole 


| The speaker in reference to the

on the subject with this statement: 

“The price of a world-wide com- 
|modity such as wheat cannot be suc- 
cessfully controlled for any length of 
time—the old law of ‘supply and de- 
mand’ is always working and must 
eventually prevail.”

HITLER SPEECH 
_ EFFECT NIL IN 
AID OF PEACE 


London Press Disappoint- 
ed Tension in Europe 
Not Relieved

London Correspondent Edmonton 
Bulletin and Winnipeg Free Press 

LONDON, Feb. 1. — After ex- 
| tracting the maximum sunshine 
from Hitler's Reichstag speech, 
British opinion, as evidenced in 
official circles and virtually unani- 
mously by the press, is deeply 
| disappointed. The cause of peace 

was not helped and nothing was 
said to relieve the almost unbear- 
able tension in Europe. 

On the contrary, the speech will 
inevitably compel European democ- 
racies to strive still harder to speed 
up rearmament. 


Those who listened to the speech 
were impressed by the tones of 
deepest scorn in Hitler's references 
to the League of Nations and the 
ferocity of his references to Russia. 

Analysis of his remarks shows 

Htiler is not interested in limita- 
| tion of land forces or air forces 
| and that he is not interested in 
rejoining the league. 


He desires a return of the colonies 
and might contribute to a settlement 
of the situation in western Europe 
provided Russia and the central 
European powers are completely 
| isolated and left to his mercy. 


NOT CONVINCING 


His gesture towards France, the 
Yorkshire Post points out might 
have been more convincing if it had 
not been previously made at the 
time of the Saar plebiscite and sub- 
sequently falsified. The Times, edi- 
| torially, regrets the complete un- 
willingness of Hitler to consider a 
slowing up of the armament race 
that “only war can end.” 

Despatches to the Manchester

THE BANKS AND 
GOVERNMENT FINANCING 


On Government Financing and the 
service rendered by the Banks Mr. 
Carlisle referred to a Canadian pub- 
Neation and said: 

“Since the end of 1929 the total de- 
benture debt of the Dominion and of 
the provinces has increased $1,516,000,- 
000. In the same period bank holdings 


of Federal and Provincial securities 
have increased $965,000,000. Thus the 
banks have financed 63.6% of Govern- 
ment deficits and capital requirements 
in the past seven years. The total fin- 
ancing of the Dominion and Provincial 
Governments in 1936 to December ist 
amounted to $114,000,000. Investments 
of the chartered banks as of October 
3ist last in Dominion and Provincial 
bonds were $130,600,000 higher than at 
the first of the year. Dominion Gov- 
ernment bonds held by the Bank of 
Canada as of December 2nd last were 
$50,400,000 higher than at the end of 
1935; thus it is evident that the charter- 
ed banks and the Bank of Canada, in 
addition to financing the cash require- 
ments of the senior Governments of 
Canada during 1936 had purchased an 
additional $66,700,000 of Dominion and 


Provincial bonds formerly held by 
| other investors.” 
| TAXES 


Having shown that loaning rates in 
Canada are equitable while necesserily 
varying with the market value of 
money, the speaker referred to the 
taxes paid by the Canadian chartered 
Banks. 


“The chartered banks in 1935 paid

“It is quite true that much of suc- 
|cess is due to competent management, 
; but there are factors which affect re- 
j§ults that are not within the control 
;of management. One of these factors 
is general business conditions. These

|A HEAVY INDEBTEDNESS 

On the great question of Canada’s 
debts Mr. Carlisle said: 

“As a people we are heavily indebte 
ed. Nearly all of our multiplied gov- 
jernments have unbalanced budgets. 
|Our Cafiadian National Rallways is 


| still causing us a loss of over $110,- 
000,000 per year. The writing down of 
its capital or changing of its bookkeep- 
ing records does not and cannot miti« 
gate our loss by as much as one dol« 
lar, Our unemployment relief burden 
still rests heavily upon us. The fiscal 
year closing in March last showed an 
outlay by all of our different governs 
ments in the neighborhood of $100,000,« 
000, $60,000,000 of which was paid in 
direct relief, while our own Province 
(Ontario) paid out $21,000,000. Our 
Provincial Governments have much to 
do in the way of economy and the 
elimination of duplication of work.” 


RESULTS OF 
HIGH TAXATION 


The speaker followed with a timely 
reference to heavy taxes now imposeé 
upon individuals and industries. 

“At the present time, to meet these 
enormous expenses, we are resorting, 


as a principal means, to high taxation 
and class taxation. Looking at it from 
the standpoint of national welfare only, 
is this the best way out? High taxation 
within a country increases costs, de- 
creases sales, retards production and 
increases unemployment. Excessive 
class taxation may be an asset to party 
politics as a means of securing votes, 
but it undoubtedly retards national 
progress and development, and brings 
injury to working people.” 


WEALTH AND 
NATIONAL PROGRESS 

The President then went on to show 
how wealth is essential to national 
progress. He said: 

“Those who have accumulated wealth 
through production and in different 
channels of business have in the pro- 
cess created employment, and as year 
succeeds year they continue to use 
{that wealth for the benefit of the 
many. It is surprising how little has 
| been or can be used by the owner 
jfor his personal gratification, that is 
|how little it is possible for him to 
use personally. A farmer who through 
|his knowledge of tillage, through his 
| energy and management, sows a bushel 
}of wheat and reaps thirty bushels, 
should not be censured or caused to 
| pay an extra tax because he has pro- 
;duced more than the average.” 


ESSENTIALS TO PROGRESS 


| The speaker enumerated some of the 
| obligations resting upon Governments 
jand the people alike as essentials of 
| Progress in Canada. " 
| “When the budgets of our Governe 
|ments are balanced; when our busi- 
|ness activities are on a stable basis— 
the goal for which to strive, and which 
can only be reached when our ex- 
| Penses are materially less than our 
|income; when production adjusts it- 
| self to the purchasing power created, 
| When, by greater efficiency, less taxes 
and expenses, advanced technology 
|and better management, we can attain 
lower costs and higher quality of pro- 
duct, these achievements will entitle 
us to a better and more permanent 
position in foreign markets. It seems 
| difficult to bring home to very large 
numbers of people the very plain and 
simple fact established through cen- 
|turies of experience not only in our 
own country but in all countries, that 
}every class prospers most when there 
| is 4 maximum creation of real wealth, 
and that this maximum creation of 
real wealth can only take place, not 
|by artificially higher prices, but by 
lower costs of production brought 
| about firstly, by sound and dependable 
business conditons—that is, effective 
law enforcement and security of pro- 
perty; secondly, by greater efficiency 
and economy in methods of produc. 
tion; thirdly, by lower taxes and pub- 
| lic expenses bearing down on enter. 
| Prise; and fourthly, and by no means 
least important, by fair wages.” 

The President's closing words were: 


“There is no record, so far as I 
know, of success by any other 
methods, at any time, in any country.”

Canadian lovers of film art are fecling cor 
cern over disclosure from England that British 
super-films cannot contihue to be produced 
unless steps are taken to ensure wider circula- 
tion abroad for them. Hollywood had a long 
start on Great Britain in film production. just 
when British folk were congratulating them- 
selves that British producers had more than 
closed the gap and were producing films the 
equal—and sometimes better—than Hollywood's 
best, comes the news that British producers are 
running into financial losses 

Part of the problem is mathematically 
demonstrable. Britain has forty millions of 
population and United States nearly three times 
that number. American films, by reason of their 
long start, have earned their way into the 
British market, whereas British films find it 
hard to get into the American market. 

American producers long ago formed 
theatre-owned subsidiaries to ensure contro] of 
theatre chains. The number of independent ex- 
hibitors is negligible. Canada has helped the 
British producer by requiring that not less than 
twenty per cent of all pictures shown be of 
British origin. It may be that the British gov- 
ernment will insist on some equal measure of 
reciprocity for British films in the United 
States’ market, where voluntary co-operation is 
not possible. 

It would be nothing short of a tragedy should 
Brifish producers after attaining leadership in 
the art of films, be compelled to resign their 
lead for lack of financial support.

As often is the case in duplicate, 
@ few bidders thought the hand 
should not be passed out. It was 
interesting to note the few variations | 
from a neutral score One South | 
player made an opening bid of 1-Club 
West overcalled with 1-Heart and 
North bid 1-Spade. When East jump- 
ed into 4-Hearts, South bid 4-Spades 
That yielded top score. 

The opening lead was the K of 
hearts. That ended trick taking for 
the defenders. Seeing the lone heart 
in duinmy, East shifted to a club lead. | 
Deciarer's K captured West's Q. Dum- 
my ruffed declarer’s last heart. Four 
rounds of winning trumps were taken, 
picking up all opposing spades. Then 
the remaining four club tricks were | 
run, On the last two of these declarer 
let go two diamonds. That accounted 
for 11 tricks. Dummy's Ace of dia- 
monds was led. It caught East's bare 
K Deciarer's Q of diamonds com- 
pleted for him the small slam made, | 
but which could not be bid. 


By guessing which way to play 
Clubs, to pick up the five missing | 
trumps, South could have made 5-| 


odd. He must have lost a single heart. 
Having exhausted trumps he could 
have run off four spade tricks. On the 
last of these declarer would have dis- 
carded one of his diamonds. The Ace 
of diamonds would then have caught 
East's singleton K. After that dum- 
my’'s Q would have won the eleventh | 
trick, but one diamond trick still had | 
to be given West. Clubs were decid- 
ediy inferior to spades as trumps. 

One East player, third hand, de- 
cided that fourth hand doubtless would 
bid, so East put in a semi-psychic 
call of 1-Heart. South overcalled with 
2-Clubs. West went 2-Hearts, North 
bid 2-Spades. East decided to risk 3- 
Hearts. South then bid 3-Spades, but | 
when West ventured 4-Hearts, both 
defenders passed. 

Compared with having the deal 
pass out, the heart bidder lost points, 
as he lost two tricks in spades, one | 
trick in diamonds and two tricks 
in clubs, putting him down two tricks.

Life Unless They Do Something About It 


If I could say one word more earnest than any other to womer, it 
would be to urge them to begin in youth to prepare for middle age. Be- 
cause it is a catastrophe that none of us can escape except by death 
Normally it comes to us all just as inevitably as the Autumn comes to the 

| year, and whether it is a season of contentment and gathering in a rich 
| harvest, or of bare boughs, desolation and empty cupboards, depends upon 
| how we have prepared for it 


We are not accustomed to think of middle age as a tragedy for 
woman, yet I doubt if there is any one thing in the world that brings 
| as much suffering and misery to the entire feminine sex as just being 
fiftyish. Youth is gay. Old age is generally serene, But in middle 
| age most women are discontented, peevish, fretful, maladjusted to life 


Nor is it difficult to understand why this is the case, Up to middle 
age the average woman has been busy helping her husband get a start 
in his business, making a home, bearing and rearing children. She may 
have toiled harder than any slave, but it was work for those she loved 
and she got a kick out of it. Her house has been gay with the laughter 
of children and the coming and going and frolics of youngsters 


But in middle age her whole scheme of life is suddenly changed 
Her husband's career is beyond the need of her existence, Her children 
have grown up, married, set up their own homes, and her house is left 
empty and desolate. She and her husband are back where they started, 
with only too often this terrible difference, that in their youth they were 
lovers and at middle age they are almost strangers. 


More than that. in her busy years the woman has absorbed herself 
in her home and her family. She thought she had no leisure for clubs 
and for keeping up friendships and making social connections, and so 
when she has no more work to do finds time hanging interminably 
on her hands. When she starts out to amuse herself she discovers that 
she has no playmates and that she doesn't know how to play, anyway 


she 


It is because at middle age the woman who has always been 
driven with work finds herself idle. She who had been the king-pin 
of the family on whom all depended holds nothing together any more 
| and is not needed by any one; she who had never had a quiet moment 
| to herself finds herself lons!y. That is why so many women who 
should be happy are disgruntled; so many women who should be 
healthy and strong develop strange complaints and haunt doctors’ 
| offices and fill sanatoriums. And it is to prevent this fate befalling 
| her that every woman should begin laying up some resources against 
her middle age. 
is, of course, an individual question that each 
is for her to 


How this is to be done 
woman must answer herself, but the most obvious remedy 
keep chumming with her husband. Few women do this, They ate so 
absorbed in their children that they take only a mild interest in their 
| husbands. They would rather listen to the baby say da-da than to hear 
husband talk of his hopes and plans, They would rather stay at home 
and watch the baby sleep than to step out with him. It is an appalling 
thing how little companionship the average middle-aged couple have 
and how badly they bore each other. 


Of course, every woman thinks that when her children are grown 
and gone that she and her husband will be comrades again, but you can't 
take up a human relationship where you laid it down, There is no 
blowing dead ashes into flame or reviving an old interest. So, if a woman 
doesn't want to be lonely at middle age, she has to keep in step with her 
husband all the time. 

Also, every woman should realize that her children are lent to her 
for a few years at most. They are not hers for keeps, and when they 
are gone she is bound to be miserable and lonely if she hasn't developed 
| a life of her own, with friends and interests and purposes, that will keep 
| her happy and contented. 


No women are more to be pitied and none are greater pests than 
the mothers who have no lives of their own, no lives outside of the 
children’s lives and who perforce become parasites upon them. 


And every woman should try as far as possible to fit herself to do 
something whereby she can earn her bread and butter if she is thrown 
on her own when she is middle-aged. This is difficult for the domestic 
woman to do unless she realizes that she can make of house-wifery a 
fine art. We all have to eat, be lodged and have clothes, and there is} 
always a demand for those who can give super-service in making us 
comfortable. 


But the point is that middle age overtakes us all and the time to do 
something about it is before it is too late.

‘The bickering factions in China 
atc slowly reaching a state of 
muteal understandnig and will 
eventually unite to drive out the 
invading Japanese, Dr. Chen Han- 
seng; director of research for the 
Sun Yat Sen institute at Nanking, 
told reporters when he arrived in 
Edmonton Sunday night. 

Dr, Chen, youngish, bespectacled 
and volatile, is here to address Ed- 
monton members of the Canadian 
Institute on National Affairs at a 
meeting Monday night. He repre- 
sented his country at the Pacific 
relations conference in Yosemite 
park last summer and since then 
has travelled cxtensively in the 
United States under the auspices 
of the Rockefeller Institute 

Salient points in Dr. Chen's inter- 
view were:

Progress Toward Balanced Budgets 
“A further requisite of full recovery 
is the balancing of budgets, federal, 
provincial and municipal.

Revenues, especially in the 
case of the Dominion Government, 
have been above expectations and some 
further reductions in expenditures have 
been achieved. The Federal deficit is 
likely to be below $100 millions for the 
first time in several years. During the 
last full fiscal year it was $162 millions 
short of reaching a balance. Moreover, 
some of the provincial governments 
have also made definite progress. 
“The depression has involved large 
special expenditures which have been a 
major cause of budget deficits, With 
| improvement in business some reduc- 
tion in these expenses has already been 
| achieved and if recovery continues, 
further savings will undoubtedly be 
made. But a succession of deficits in 
| the federal, provincial and municipal! 
fields have left behind them a grea 
accumulation of new debt, which

General Manager‘s Address 


After reviewing at some length the 
changes in the items of the Balance 
shect_and the profits for the year, 
Mr. H. F. Patterson, General Manager, 
turned to the m neral problems

Bank and spoke, in 
part, as follows: 


“When addressing you last year we 
intimated that in our opinion a certain 
measure of recovery had already oc- 
curred and that we were justified in 
looking forward to 1936 with a moder- 
ate feeling of optimism, The year hae 
justified our optimism and although 
we had to contend with a declining 
| rate of Interest on high-grade securities 
| in which we have a large investment, 
| we are happy to be able to present to 
| you today a report showing an im- 
| provement of roundly $92,000 in earn- 

ings after taxes, 

“Our total taxes continue at a high 
| level and in 1936 we paid the various 
| taxing bodies in Canada $1,016,27) 
| and in other countries $125,141, so that 
| our total tax bill was $1,141,412. Com- 

parison of the Bank’s tax bill with the 
dividends paid, viz. $1,440,000, gives 
| an indication of the extent of the tax 
burden On the earning power of the 
| Bank. 

“Occasionally one hears criticism of 
the rate of dividend paid by the 
Chartered Banks—in our case 12° 


—but the rate of dividend is not a true | 


indication of the return received by the 
shareholders on their investment. Our 
Reserve Fund, which is largely made 
up of premiums contributed by share- 
time to time, is, as you know, double 
our Capital. When this is taken into 
| consideration, along with the Capital, 
| the dividend paid is in our case only 
4°% on the book value of the share- 
| holders’ investment and this is the rate 
of return received by the shareholders. 
Even under present conditions such a 
return can hardly be regarded as 
excessive, 

“Apart from the repayment of loans 
against wheat and the repayment of 
our share of an advance made by the 
chartered banks to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, our commercial loans 
show an increase for the year which is 
encouraging. We are hopeful that the 
low point in this department of our 
business has been passed."

“If the volume of bank deposits 
were an accurate measure of business 
activity, the present situation could 
verhaps be deseribed as favourable. 


nfortunately it is pot, for the rate at |

important as their total money value. 
At the present time, deposits are not 
being used as rapidly as in prosperous 
years. During November last, they 
turned over 1.52 times, whereas in 
November of 1927, 1928 and 1929 the 
rates of turnover were 2.02, 1.99 and 
1.85 times, respectively. It becomes 
quite clear, therefore, that the limited 
efiectiveness of the recent expansion of 
| bank eredit arises from the fact that the 
rate at which deposits are being used is 
still comparatively slow." 


The Persistence ~f **Easy Money” 
Conditions 

“Additional purchases of securities 
by the banks, insurance companies and 
other investors have been accompanied 
by a further reduction in the yields on 
high-grade bonds. The rate on Trea- 
sury Bills, though somewhat higher 
than the record low point reached this 
Summer, is substantially lower than 
was the case a year ago, while yields 
on long-term obligations have also 
fallen considerably, At the present 
time, indeed, the spreads between 
yields on Dominion of Canada bond 
and those on the securities of the 
Governments of the United States and 
the Lmted Kingdom, are much smaller 
than the epreads to which we had 
become accustomed in years past.

Picture Clears 
Wenstob Back ? 


HE other night an ex-college football player, Bob Pastor, out-manoeu- 

vred Joe Louis, the Detroit colored boy that certain fight interests 
are trying their darndest to make into a heavyweight challenger that can 
not be overlooked. In fact stories coming from New York Indicate that 
young Pastor, who has hardly cut his teeth yet in the pro fight game, 
made Louis look more like a monkey than a top-notch title contender. 
You will recall that some time ago one Max Schmeling made the same 
doe Louis look very much like six fect of linoleum. 


The only conclusion that can be drawn from these results is that 
this Joe Louts is not so hot when he meets a fighter that uses his head 
as well as his fists. Louis has recently scored quite a number of 
knockouts, but practically all of his victims were obscure second and 
third raters. The best of the lot by a long shot was Al Ettore. 


However, in justice to all, it should be pointed out that the Louis 
forces can not be charged with engineering this series of disappointing 
fights. Louis’ services were merely offered to promoters in various 
cities at so much for a certain night. Each promoter had to find an 
opponent for Joe. So far no one has suggested that any restrictions 
were placed on who these opponents were to be. The promoters natur- 
ally got the cheapest fighter with the best local reputation that was 
available. One fact however has been established 7y the Louis tour 
and that is that the heavyweight division of the beak-busting bus!ness 
is in a terrible slump. Dempsey would have taken on two or three of 
these Louis-victims in one night, laid them all out with kayoe tags and 
thought nothing of it. 


The sad part about it all is that the men who are trying to make 
a champion out of Louis are apparently wasting their time, Unless 
there has been a sudden change in international relations and racial 
problems, you can take it that no negro fighter is going to be 
allowed to be heavyweight champion of the world. 

To understand why, you need only look back over the riots and 
disturbances that Louis’ wins and losses have caused in the Harlem 
section of New York and the Black and Tan area of Chicago. Then 
remember that Africa is a seething cauldron of color problems that is 
threatening to blow up at any moment, and you get the picture pretty 
clearly. It is regrettable that in our boasted civilization the color line 
is drawn in sport, but unfortunately experience has proven it advisable 
80 far as the heavyweight title is concerned, Other fighting divisions do 
not seem to carry the same national and international weight. No one 
in authority has ever come out bluntly and admitted that major govern- 
ments have dabbled a diplomatic finger in fistiana, but the facts certainly 
justify such a conclusion.

It is still doubtful however if Wenstob’s management will consent 
to let him step up into the heavyweight division to meet Jack Tebo of 
Fairview. So far as prestige and record go,-the western Canada light- 
heavyweight title is just as good to Wenstob as the western Canada 
heavyweight crown—at least as long as he is fighting as a light heavy. 
This leaves Tebo with only two opponents for the western heavyweight 
title—Sonny Buxton of Vancouver and Belanger of Winnipeg. The former 
is the most serious contender. Trojack has beaten Belanger and Tebo 
has whaled the daylights out of Trojack.
